A WORD IN SEASO.N. 

Sir Charles 'I'lijiper is a hard-headed 
practical statesman. He is not carried 
away by fanciful theories. Ho sees things 
as they aru, and this is why he has been 
reproached by some sanguine advocates of 
Imperial Confederation for throwing cold 
water on their mngnilicent sehomo. Some 
reimu'k.t which ho made at a lato meeting 
of tho Royal Colonial Institute on a paper 
on colonization read by Mr. Clisborno, 
have led u few unrelleoting people to con- 
clude that ho is ojijioBed to a confedera- 
tion of tho British Empire. But his 
words are not fairly open to any audi 
intorpretjition. He is not opposed to 
Imperial Confederation. Tho ground he 
took was that the Brit sh Empire will not 
goto pieces if confederation does not ini 
mediately take place. This is what ho 
said : — 

I am not [prepared to go so far as tho 
lecturer|lmsgone in tho followingsontence: 
— "'It is morally impossibh^ that the pres- 
ent loo.so relations of tho I'liited King- 
dom with tho Colouies in liiqierial allairs 
can long co-exist with tho integrity of the 
lhn]iiro." Having hnd over thirty years' 
ex|)erionee in a Colonial Parliament, and 
having given much thought to tho rela- 
tions of tho Colonies with the Mother 
Country, 1 am glad to nay 1 am not pre- 
jiared to endorse the .sliitemeiit that we 
must either radically change the existing 
.syateni, or this Empire must go to pieces 
No person can overrate the importanci 
of drawing the hniuls more close and ren 
deriiig t hem eiiibii ing for all time. Tin 
inteiesta of this com. try ilemand it. With 
all lier great reaoiui ea and wealth, what 
would Ijecome of Knglanil shorn of the 
outlying portions of her KnipireV She 
would lo.se tho commanding position she 
now occupies, and which makes us so 
proud of being connected with her. 1 
can conceive no greater misfortune for the 
Colmiies, too, thiin that they should be 
deprived of the priceless British 
instltllti(i|i3 tliey possc'is in connec- 
tion with the Crown of the Mother 
Country But when I look at what the 
Colonies were fifty years ago — oitlier .-Viis- 
tralia or British North America — and their 
position of commanding importance to- 
day, how, in the face of such testimony of 
ivhaL the existing .system has bei-n alilc 
to arliieve, can I comiuil mysi.-lf to llie 
proposition that wo must either go to 
pieces or change all that, and change it 
for aomethiiig Hliich, with all Iheir en- 
ergy and aljility, the best stiileamoii have 
not yet been able to devise V How can 1 
commit myself to the statement that yon 
are going to pieces unless tliis uiidia- 
Coveied p;iiiacea is found? I eaiiliol, 1 
a.ay, g" that length, ami I say so frankly, 
and at the same time giving the fullest 
credit anil consideration to those who may 
ililler from me. 1 hclieve the ijujilii; nuj^ 
no more important ipicstioii than the 
means of maintaiiiing imlissolubly the 
connection between the (Jrowii and the 
( 'olonies that is vil al to the progress and 
jiriKsperity of both. The British Empire 
lias attjiiued cr>mmanding proportions. 
How much of that is due to Colonial de- 
velopment ? 

A SERIOUS (;il..\U(iK. 

The Germans have been blamed, and 
with good reason, for jilticinf^ themselves 
in needless antagonism to tho natives of 
iOastern Africa, among whom thoy pro- 
)iosed to settle and to do business. When 
the Plantation Company obtained a foot- 
hold in Zaniiibar, its ofliciids connnenced 
to lord it over tho .Arabs and negroes in a 
way that those people found to bu intoler- 
able. They insulted and drove their new 
masters out of their country. Their Brit- 
i.ih neighbors blamed tlie (lermans for 
overlieariiig ileincanor tow.arda the native 
races. They knew that if the natives 
once learned to hate and to fear the ( Icr 
mans they would soon cease to leganl 
other white men with friendly feeling.i. 
And it is very likely that their ap|ireheii- 
sions wore well grounded. Savages sel- 
dom make nice deacriminations. But it 
was not BUSj)ectecl then that tho oflicials 
of tho East African Conij)any, a British 
orgaiiiz'it inn, erred in the very opposite 
direction. They have been ;iccused of not 
only winking at, lint, of .iclually |)articipa- 
ting, in the slave tr.ide of tin,- iiilei-ior. It 
is s.aid that tliey have enteriid into an 
agreement with the Arab slave-traders 
.and ivory merchants recognizing their 
right to possess slaves in tho country 
under British protection. How far they 
are accused of participating in tho slave 
trade is not very clear. Tho Secretary 
of the (/"oin[)any li;is denied the iiccnsa- 
tion, lillt lllc! ilellial ilors not seem to 
satisfy those whose su.ipirioiis have been 
oxcilcil. It is feared that the Uiitish 
merchants in Zauzilmr have carried the 
principle contaiiieil in the saying " When 
you go to Rome do as tho jieople of Itome 
do " to a length that is altogether un- 
warrantable and most discreditable to the 
British name. An investigation will im 
doubt be held, and it will be known be 
fore very long whether the accusation is 
true or false. 



THE IMMIGRANT. 

Men who are not prepared to do the 
rough work of a new country have been 
»o often warned against emigrating to 
British Columbia and to Canada general- 
ly that it seems unnecsBary to repeat the 
warning. But in spito of all that has been 
said to deter them, men who Imve no 
trade, men who are uniiHed to working 
with their liiirids and who are unwilling to 
do HO if they can by any po.ssihility avoid 
it, keep on coming to this eouiitiy. Kvory 
province of Canada hits enough, and more 
than enough of clerks, accountants, shop- 
koopars, and men who cannot niako a liv 
ing in their own country in the "profes- 
HioiiB." Even skilled artisans find it dilli- 
cnlt to got employment. Our towns are 
full. Hut wo 1- vo an immonBo extent of 
ounlry to !,» opened up. To do 
this it requires men who are able Mid will- 

injf-to.irwkbwd, sndfom.time to 



hard. Besides hav itig strong muscles ami | 
a detormination.tO exert them on what- 
ever his hands fibd to do, the emigrant 
should have a little money— enough to 
keep the wolf from his door for a year at 
least. For men of this class Canada pre- 
sents a good field. By going to work with 
a will, ho will, if his health or liia courage 
do not fail him, soon see his way to com- 
fort ami independence. But the 
soft-handed man who expects to 
get rich, or even make a living 
without maiiuiil labor will find himself 
grievously disappointed. When that 
comes to pass, as it surely will in ninety- 
nine cases out of a hundred, hf must not 
blame the country. Tho population of 
Canada is limited. It can only give em. 
ployiuont to a limited number of intel- 
lectual and semi-intellectual workers. 
That number lina been reached long ago, 
and any additions that aro made to it 
from abroad must be made at tho expense 
of those who are now at work, and tho sur- 
plus must either leave tho country in dis- 
gust or endeavor to lind uncungeiiial and 
what thoy regard as degrading employ- 
ment. Some of these after a period of 
trials and of bitter experience suoceod, 
but many of them drag out an unhapi)y 
existence either in a kind of iiidepeml- 
once or as a burden on their more fortun- 
ate rolalivea. Men of capital, if they are 
prudent and judicious, can do well here. 
But even they must not be in a liurry to 
get vicli. Thoy will lind that tho same 
(pialities that are necessary to insure suc- 
cess in other countries must be exercised 
here. It must be remembered that Brit- 
ish Columbia is no El Dorado. Gold is 
not picked up in the streets, and those 
.vho take it from the river beds and the 
rocks in tho wilderneaa have to work hard 
and sacrifice much for what thoy got. The 
hantl of tho diligent is required to make a 
man rich or even comfortablohere as well 
an ill other countries. 

A .MINER'S LETTER.

Large abscesses in tho chest have 
been known to burst and cause immodiaic 
suiTocation. Such accidents aro rare, and 
so, also, as wo have already said, is sudden 
death from hemorrhage of the lungs. J a 
those cases death, doubtless, is also caused 
by suffocation. Htrong impressions on the 
mind will ever reflect their influence on 
the vital functions, aud strengthen or pros- 
irme iheir energies."

Mr. Spencer — Only one man brought 
that forward as a grioi'anco. 

Mr. (^reenwoll — I never heard a word 
about it in No. 6 shaft — never hoard a 

word. 

Mr. Carter — Then about the pillar 
work. They seem to think there is more 
danger, and tiinboring, and more dirt to 
handle than in atall work, besides those 
other things. We think it should bo as 
much to clean pillars aa it is for stalls. 

Mr. Dunsmuir — You reckon nothing 
whatever for the greater ease with which 
you got tho coal. 

Mr. Spencor— Well, while the pillars 
stand, the coal is easily got. 

Mr. Dunsmuir — It requires a little care; 
and it ia not every man who can take 
pillar out. But you roust allow me to 
auy again that the coal is much more 
easily got. 

IMr. Spencer — 1 allow that; only tho 
idea is that it is miicli more dangerous, 
and there is more timbering to bo attend- 
ed to, and on occasions a m.^n has to drive 
.1 good deal in the solid. For that reason 
they think it is worth mure, besides other 
reasons. 

I\[r. Dunsmuir — But there is a good 
deal Icsa perspiration lost. 

'S\y. Spencer - Yes; but 1 think you will 
lind that the real trouble from tho pillar- 
men, the real ones woro not the pillar- 
men, thuinaelves; it was the men in Nob. 
1 and T) shafts who wore bringing it up, 
because they could not get boxes, that 
they only getting a few, whUe tho pillar- 
men got aa niucll as they could do with, 
and that ia the real cause uf the trouble 
coining up. 

Mr. Dunsmuir -You know as wall 1 
can tell you that it ia to my interest, the 
interest of the manager, and tho interest 
of the underground bosses in each mine, 
to allow OS large an out-put as possible, 
and I am certain that all try to get aa 
inncb Coal aa they can, and tho inoro you 
get the liettor thoy like it. It stands to 
reason that if 1 get out HOO tons to-day, 
and 1,000 tons to-morrow, the 1,000 tons 
would bo iinicli cheaper in proportion 
than tho 1100 tons, and it is not their 
policy to keep coal in the mine if thoy can 
iielp it; though v)f Ouurso, delays will 
somotimoa happen. 

iMr. Greenwell — Some of the men say 
the boxes go paat the atalls to other fol- 

low.4. 

Mr. Dunsmuir It may bo that they do 
not speak to the nmnors fairly i 

Mr. Bryden - Thai la a griovanco that 
was never brought up; one that nobody 
has complained of. 

Mr. Diniamuir — Tf 1 were you, I would 
api'.'ik to the runners fairly, and oll'er 
them ;i cigar imw .-uid .again. (Laughter). 

,Mr. Carter - Where 1 am working there 
.are no pillars atall, and there ia no griev- 
ance. 

Mr. Brydon —When I meet the ovor- 
mon in the morning tho general report is 

that the miners aro short of coal; that is 
quite a common thing, that they aro abort 
of coal in the morning, that there ia no 
coal to lie got at that time, but, aftor- 
warda, there ia a rush.

Mr. Carter — The case camo before the 
w hole body of men, and that waa the 
reason we tried to get a griovanco com- 
mittee, because things could not come bo-.

turbauce. 

Mr. Bryden — Regarling thia thing of 
putting it into the hands of a committee, 
a man can always do bettor by himself 
than by a comniitteo. Suppose such a 
ciunmittee came to me; I say: ^Yell, 1 
will have a comiuitteo of pit bosses, and 
let it go to them, and they would hear 
the complaint, and there would be no end 
to it. 

Mr. Carter— Mr. Bryden, I believe you 
look at it in tho wrong light. Thoy put 
it in this way: A man baa a grievance, 
of doliciont work, or poor stall and tho 
boss and hnn cannot agree on the matter. 
Then that man comea and sees you, and 
you try to arrange the thing, whatever 
tho diaturbanco. Then if you and ho 
cannot agree, tho man having a griev- 
ance connuittee calls upon them and you 
and they try to remedy it. 

Mr. Dunsmuir — But there is no need 
for that. 

Mr. Carter — But that ia tho feeling of 
tho men. 

Mr. Brydon — A man can always do bis 
own business best, even though he might 
not bo able to inaku arrangements. 

Mr. Dunsniuir — There ia no need for 
that, because every one of the bosses un- 
d(U' Mr. Bryden has orders that if a man 
who is a practical miner cannot make 
wages in bia stall, to make thom up.

Mr. Dunsmuir Mr. Bryden has told 
yon that he would not recognize this 
standing committee, and I say it over 
again. 1 would not place him in that 
position, nor require or expect Mr. Hag- 
gart, Mr. Scott, or Mr. John to recog- 
nize the cominittoo. Now, Mr. Brydon 
ia said to have said that ho would rather 
dii; clama for a living before ho would 
place himself in that position. 

Mr. Bryden — ^The committee earns to 
me, and I told thom — the pit conmiittee 
— or, rather, asked tbem what it was, and 
what they wore to tlo or were «up|)oacd to 
do? They told me that thoy were a com- 
mittee for all grievances, which were to 
bo brought to thom, or before thom, and 
1 told them then what 1 told those two 
men, who came to me and stated their 
case, and I said to thom: " All right, if 
you cannot get along with Mr. Haggart 
us ;i boss, try some of the other bosses, 
and 1 s'lid that 1 would see Mr. Haggart 
about it.

Mr. Dunamuir 1 tell you what to do, 
Spencor; whenevei' you have a grievance, 
go to the lioss yourself, and never mind 
about the committee, and tho Wellington 
collieries will go on as before, swimming- 
ly. .And do not ask for thia comniitteo, 
because if you do, there will bo \ split 
at once. Do not aak for it upon any con- 
sideration at all. If there is anything to 
explain, or anything to be done to the 
mines, or if there is anything that I can 
do to increase their safety, 1 am willing 
not only to co-o[)erati) with you, and will 
meet a committee or aiij-tliiiig of that 
kind. .After I hat hist e.\|iloHion, yiui know 
very well that I did not spare money/ 
Mr. Spencer — No, sir. 
Mr. Dunsnuir — And I have put in 
those water pipes, which have been a 
great boon to you.
